( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the schedule , the Central Vigliance 
Commissioner may , for a period not exceeding three months, make purely tempo 
rary and officiating arrangements to any of the posts in the Vigilance Commission , 
if suitable persons cannot be recruited to those posts in accordance with the pro 
visions of these rules . 

5. Disqualification . ( a ) No person , who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living , marries in any case in which such marriage is void by
